Good afternoon Chief Moore and Deputy Chief Pitcher, 

It has come to my attention that Captain Maureen Ryan of LAPD Topanga Division has recently 
demanded that her Senior Lead Officers (SLOs) no longer participate in community based social 
media crime prevention and awareness groups. I am an administrator on 2 of these groups- 
specifically Crimebusters of West Hills and Woodland Hills, and Crimebusters Transient Homeless 
Encampments. The founder of both of these groups is Fern Peskin-White, who, up until two weeks 
ago, was also a volunteer at Topanga Police Station. She started these groups as a way to centralize 
communications regarding crimes and suspicious activity between community members and our 
local police force. I co-admin these groups with Fern, two former police officers (one from 
Topanga division), and a few others who are involved community members. 

I cannot express enough how valuable these pages have been when we had participation by the 
SLOs and other local LAPD officers. The purposes of these pages are "see something, say 
something and increasing awareness in the local community on issues affecting our safety and 
neighborhoods- i.e. transients, package theft, car/mail/home burglaries, etc. By removing the SLOs 
from these pages, LAPD is effectively creating a communication barrier between the community 
and their officers creating the ultimate divide - us (community) vs. them (police). 

Historically, relations between LAPD and the community have not exactly been harmonious - there 
is long list of scandals, cover-ups, and misconduct that has plagued the department and created a 
lot of tension and trust issues with the public. One of the greatest ways these pages helped 
overcome those issues is by creating a communication tool between the community and their local 
officers. The Topanga division SLOs and their involvement in these social media pages have opened 
up the communication lines with the public that previously felt a separation from the department. 
They worked hard to mend the relationships between the police and the community; because let's 
face it- most people are not inclined to have a favorable opinion of cops. Not only have these pages 
helped solve various crimes in our area and also in other areas by way of connecting the dots, but 
they have also created a much bigger support network for LAPD. People are now interested in 
attending fundraising events, neighborhood watch meetings, local happenings where LAPD will be 
attending, etc. Is LAPD's motto not "To Protect and Serve"? Has that changed? Because with Capt 
Ryan ordering her SLOs off these pages, that she is cutting out the "Serve" in your motto. She also 
has a history of reprimanding any officer that informs the public of what is really going on in our 
neighborhoods and is opposed to the use of the word "transient" in defining a certain sect of the 
homeless population. To put it bluntly, she punishes her officers for creating transparency. In the 
Topanga division (along with many other parts of LA), transients are the number one factor that is

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the driving force of crime; we need our SLOs involved on these pages where we report 
encampments and transient related crime, we need then to keep us educated on the issues in our 
area, The last thing the community needs is more divide between the police and citizens and Capt 
Ryan is intentionally creating that division by deliberately withholding pertinent information from 
the public- she is putting a blackout curtain on that transparency. Not only does maintaining 
transparency help in keeping us safe, but it also helps educate those who are unaware of some of 
the issues plaguing our neighborhoods so we can take an active role in combatting the downward 
spiral of Los Angeles. 

When our officers post or comment on these pages, it helps build the communication line and 
transparency that LAPD so desperately needs with the public. When they arc told not to post or 
comment, don't you think people wall be wondering - what's going on? What is the department 
trying to hide this time? Because let me tell you, word is getting out and those are the questions 
people are asking. Who up top is passing these orders down? Well, at the meeting between Chief 
Pitcher and Fern Peskin-White, it was revealed that Mayor Garcetti had received a complaint about 
the pages and officers expressing their views on crime, homelessness/ transients, and how certain 
propositions and assembly bills contributed to the current state of the area. The mayor doesn't 
want LAPD talking about the propositions (47 and 57) he supported and doesn't want officers 
responding based on their training, experience and working knowledge of the issues impacting our 
community- homelessness, drug addiction, and mental illness. Why is that? Because... they have 
FAILED. Our neighborhoods are no longer what they once were, our parks are unsafe, our 
shopping centers have been taken over by drug addled transients and have syringes strewn on the 
ground, our mail is being stolen, our cars broken into, vacant buildings are being squatted in, etc. 
And it will continue because there are no consequences for these actions thanks to poorly written, 
misleading propositions supported by Mayor Garcetti and my local councilman for District 3, Bob 
Blumenfield. I have no doubt that if Props 47 and 57 been successful, the Mayor, our Councilman, 
and all other politicians who supported these propositions would be encouraging our officers to 
make statements on how much these new policies have helped our communities, they'd be basking 
in their praise and singing of their successes from the rooftops. It is only because those officers, 
first responders, business owners, law abiding residents are criticizing these policies that the 
Mayor is trying to shut them up. Giving orders through the higher up in LAPD (who have basically 
become government pawns) to stop sharing this information with the public. Giving orders to 
remove transparency. Giving orders to cut off this communication with the public. Once again, 
creating that separation. 

It is time to remind everyone again what LAPDs motto is - TO PROTECT AND SERVE. This duty is 
to the public, the taxpayers, who pay their (and your] salary Their job is not to protect and serve 
the mayor's or any other government official (councilmen) ete's agenda. By Capt. Ryan, Chief 
Pitcher, and all else involved following the Mayor's orders to shutdown communication between 
our SLOs and our community, they are complicit in the governments cover up of their failing 
policies. By forbidding our officers to share this pertinent information with us that directly impacts 
public safety, our Mayor and all those delegating his orders are impinging on our officer's ability to 
protect and serve our interests. Please consider the liability that comes with this approach- our 
government knowing that they have supported and pushed policies that have endangered the 
public. The Leo Baeck Temple suing the city will just he the beginning; more will come as people 
are becoming increasingly aware of the causes of the issues in our communities. 

1 sincerely hope that you have actually read and absorbed this, and reconsider removing the 
transparency that some of our SLOs have fought so hard to bring back between LAPD and the 
community. No one wants to see, yet again, another cover up and scandal by LAPD, especially 
where the Mayor and other government officials and agencies were orchestrating it. Let's do what

The Chief of Police and I are in complete and total agreement with you as to the 
importance of transparency and the websites that enhance the overall 
effectiveness of communication between the department and the communities it 
serves. 

In response to your concerns, relative to the participation of the senior lead 
officers on the community related websites, all department personnel are held 
to the same standard as to the type information they post and discuss on these 
websites. 

For example, officers are generally prohibited from discussing arrest records of 
individuals, and are also prohibited from discussing health or HIPPA-related 
information of individuals in a public forum. 

This type of information can be very sensitive and it's release is typically 
controlled by statute. Additionally, the department has a set of fundamental core 
values that it’s members are required to maintain when dealing with to ensure 
it’s members treat everyone with the utmost of dignity and respect, and to 
ensure its standards remain high. 

The Department has recently developed an enhanced social media policy that 
will serve to guide the type of information that is posted on websites by its 
personnel 

To that end, the Los Angeles police department equally values the concepts of 
transparency, dignity and respect for all community members and helps to 
ensure those standards through the application of its policies. 

As you may already know, I have been working with Fem White on social media 
issues so that the senior lead officers can resume participation on the websites

People are now interested in attending 
fundraising events, neighborhood watch meetings, 
local happenings where LAPD will be attending, etc, Is 
LAPD's motto not "To Protect and Serve"? Has that 
changed? Because with Capt. Ryan ordering her SLOs 
off these pages, that she is cutting out the "Serve" in 
your motto. She also has a history of reprimanding 
any officer that informs the public of what is really 
going on in our neighborhoods and is opposed to the 
use of the word "transient" in defining a certain sect of 
the homeless population. To put it bluntly she 
punishes her officers for creating transparency. In the 
Topanga division [along with many other parts of LA), 
transients are the number one factor that is the driving 
force of crime; we need our SLOs involved on these 
pages where we report encampments and transient 
related crime, we need then to keep us educated on 
the issues in our area. The last thing the community 
needs is more divide between the police and citizens 
and Capt. Ryan is intentionally creating that division by 
deliberately withholding pertinent information from 
the public- she is putting a blackout curtain on that 
transparency. Not only does maintaining transparency 
help in keeping us safe, but it also helps educate those 
who are unaware of some of the issues plaguing our 
neighborhoods so we can take an active role in 
combatting the downward spiral of Los Angeles. 

When our officers post or comment on these pages, it 
helps build the communication line and transparency 
that LAPD so desperately needs with the public. When 
they are told not to post or comment, don't you think 
people will be wondering - what's going on? What is
